BRITISH AND RUSSIAN VIEWS OF THE

The Mover Vremya, in an article upon the 
Chloo-J spanese war, expresses the opinion that 
the dénouement |x at hand, and adds :—"It ts 
extremely destrable that Hpht should he definitely 
thrown upon the bads of the Anglo-Russian 
antente The Great Powers should know exactly 
what, they may. expect from one another. On 
this condition alone is common actlon possible,” 
The journal warns Japan that the whole of 
Northern China muat remain outs'de the range 
of Japanese covetousness, f 

The same journal, in another article, dwells 
upon what {t describes as the: military and 
pollticel dexterity of the Japinese, who have 
dono everythirg to prevent Intervention on the 
part of the Powers, “The. J*padere belng 
comnletely masters of the Gulf of Pechill,” says 
the journal, “could march on Pekiog without 
fear of hindrance from the foreign squadrons. 
Unéer thene clreumstarces, the only thing to be 
done {s to prevent the defeat of the Chinese 
having ‘serfous consequences, for European 
Powers, by a complete accord between the Iatter, 
Unfortunately, we cannot yet see any signs of 
soch an agreement, and tt is not improbable that 
Briish diplomacy may be responsible on this 
account, {narmuch as tt does not abandon. the 
hope of deriving advantages from the reault 
of the China-Japun war, to the prejadice of 
Rosslan and French Interests.” ‘ 

The St. Petersburg correspondent of a Vienna 
paper wiites—“all the new victories of Jepan 

ave notin the least altered the view entertainedin 
Infloential Russian quarters: that the acquisition 
of territory in North China by the Japanese can- 
Hot tbe allowed, and that the tndependence of 
Kérea from Japan must'be matnvalned under all 
clrcomstances, This pollcy wit! be brought late 
action at Tokyo as soon as the proper time has 
arrived." ; ‘ 

Tn the course of the debate onthe Address. 
tn-Reply, Sir R. Temple drew attention to the 
paragraph in the Queen's Speech referring to 
our relations with other countries, and sald that 
the reference to the war between China and 
Japan wae mild ard generat in {ts language, but 
the fatare terms and conditions of peace between 
the belligerente excited anxlely inthe mind of 
every patriotic Engiishman, and why ?
